FOREST FIRES 
THIS YEAR 

At a meeting of the forest 
service officials of the west dis¬ 
trict, Angeles reserve, held at 
Pasadena last Saturday, strict 
orders were given to prosecute 
every violation of forest regula¬ 
tions this year and to accept no 
excuses from campers or others 
guilty of endangering govern¬ 
ment forests or other property. 

The meeting was held in the 
office of Chief Ranger Thomas 
W. Sloan and Forest Supervisor 
Charlton presided. About a doz¬ 
en rangers were in attendance, 
including Ranger E. A. Joy who 
has the Big Santa Anita station 
this year. 

Double Dangers 

From this time forward the 
men who ride the trails for the 
t forest department will have 
their hands full in guarding 
1 against forest fires. During the 
coming season there will be the 
! danger from alien enemies as 
well as from careless hikers. In 
1 addition, there is a scarcity of 
available lire lighters because of 
; the number of men who have en¬ 
tered the army. With the pros¬ 
pect of a long dry season, the 
necessity for protection to the 
mountain watershed must he 
more apparent than usual. 

Severe Penalties

all cases where rangers catch 
guilty parties. To leave a fire 
for a minute is, in the eye of 
the government, as grave an of¬ 
fence as to set lire to a country¬ 
side.

U. S. Food Administration 
for California 

RALPH P. MFRRITT. Comnmiionar 


In this great hour it is necessary 
| that all women live greatly. At the 
; battle front they have performed prod- 
| igies of valor and have been deco- 
| rated with the Cross of War for 
heroism under fire. You too would 
like to drive an ambulanco and bring 
out the wounded under shell fire, but 
the work behind the lines is even 
more important. It is not the single 
; act of heroism that will win the fight, 

| but the steady sticking to the job. 

This year's campaign is a struggle 
! of reserve against reserve; America 
is the last reserve; in overwhelming 
numbers our forces are being moved 
to the front; and behind the lines 
the women are asked to bring up 
their last reserves of energy and in- 
\ telligence in the practical carrying 
j out of food orders. 

The food situation must steadily 
| degenerate as long as the war lasts. 

It is therefore of prime importance 
[ to add every item to the total pro- 
| duction. No woman with a foot of 
{ growing space at her disposal can 
1 afford to be merely a destroyer of 
rations, a dependent on the food 
I supplies of a starving world. The 
i Allied nations look to America for 
food. One object of the Food Ad¬ 
ministration is to bring as much 
food as possible under control and 
I distribute these supplies where they 
are most needed. 

America is today the careful guard- 
I ian of the needs of the world. As the 
Food Administration anxiously counts 
the dwindling bushels of wheat, it 
asks of every woman “To what ex¬ 
tent can you make your home inde- 
| pendent of this common store?” To 
make the home as independent as 
j possible of the common food pool 
I from which the hungry world must be 
fed is woman's great task. This one 
thing you must do! drop every mortal 
thing and “carry on.” 

WHO SHALL BEAR THE BURDEN? 

Going without wheat is an incon¬ 
venience—nothing worse—for homes 
I In comfortable circumstances. 

It is no hardship—no danger. Phy¬ 
siologists all agree that wholesome 
diet need not include wheat. The 
South fought the Civil War three 
years on corn. Early New England 
did without wheat five years at a 
time with no ill effects. 

Going without wheat is perhaps 
more expense, certainly more work. 
Not a hardship but a burden. Who 
shall bear the burden? 

Shall we ask the women of Franco 
to do it? Do you know what it means 
to them? 

The women of France are doing 
their own work, doing the nation's 
work, even doing the work of teams 
in the field. 

The men are gone—all but the 
younger boys, the aged and the in¬ 
valids. In almost every home is a 
cripple or one dying of tuberculosis 
—an added care. 

French homes have not baked bread 
for hundreds of years. They have 
not even ovens nor baking tins in 
their kitchens. They rely on the 
bakery. 

If you ask them to bake their own 
bread—for the bakery cannot supply 
quick breads—the women of France 
must add another hour to their long 
lay of toil. 

Will you ask them to do that? Or 
shall our homes rarry the extra 
burden of doing without wheat? 

“IT IS THE WAR" 

In France fifty per cent of the total 
energy of the people is said to go 
nto military effort. Hardships, him 
ler, sorrow—all suffering is excused 
1 with the explanation, “It is the war.” 
This is the kind of spirit needed in 
every American home. 

"Farmers are sometimes the last to 
heat, up, but they stay hot; and in 
■\ long fight they are always found 
tardily carrying the battle across No 
Man's Land to the foe, in the last 
grim struggle.”—Herbert Quick. 

“The one sure way to supply the 
supreme need for food," reads a 
proclamation by Governor Pickett of 
North Carolina, “is to man the bread 
line with the woman power, the boy 
power and the girl power of the 
state.” 

War is an ugly thing, hut a German 
peace is uglier—Russian farmers are 
producing German food. 

In France all grain that can be 
used in bread making is reserved for 
human food. 

“All the resources of the country 
are hereby pledged”—now is the time 
to work them to the limit. 

So long as the boys are at the 
front, difficulties aro to be Hutidiied. 
impossibilities to be trampled down. 

In England “His Majesty the King" 
and the humblest subject have dupli¬ 
cate ration cards. 

Pick up the plow where It stands 
In the furrow—patriotism Is the prac¬ 
tical doing of the next job.

TABLE FOR THE PRESENT. 

These were the outstanding features 
of a statement Issued here today by 
Ralph P. Merritt, federal food cotnmls 
sloner for California, 

Merritt suld: 

“The family flour bln anil the grop¬ 
ers' shelves are practically hare of 
wheat flour and other essential cereals 
today and there will be no supplies 
until the new harvest, at least four 
months hence. The present wheat and 
cereal substitute shortage is due to 
heavy shipments to the Allied nations 
as a military necessity of the greatest 
Import, and not to any conditions over 
which the food administration has had 
control. 

| “The situation today means Just one 
I thing—either we r-duce our wheat 
Hour consumption fifty per cent or we 
will soon reach a total exhaustion of 
white flour, and consequently we will 
have no bread. 

"Strict conformity with these new 
rules will stretch the flour supplies 
through the crisis. Hoarding will not 
he tolerated. In California we now 
have an allotment of only six pounds 
per person per month When It 1 b 
consumed no more will be available 
until the following month. 

“No food containing wheat flour 
should be served on wheatless Mon¬ 
days and Wednesdays, or at the wheat- 
less evening meal. The one and one 
half pounds per week allowed each per¬ 
son, means that the total weight of 
wheat flour consumed In all foods each 
week should not exceed that amount. 

"The family must substitute vege 
tables, fish, fresh meats, milk, eggs 
and potatoes for bread and cereals. 
Dread should be forgotten and rubbed 
off the menu for a time, because we 
must save and send more wheat to the 
Allies to Insure victory."

The United States Food Admin- 
latratlon, In view of the critical 
wheat shortage, aska every Cali¬ 
fornian to observe the following 
amended rulea: 

Make every day and every meat 
a "wheatless” meal. Eat no food 
of any kind containing wheat or 
wheat products unless absolutely 
necessary for health. 

Substitute fresh and cured 
meats of all kinds, potatoes, fresh 
vegetables, fruits, dairy products, 
and other cereals, such as corn 
and rice. 

The "meatless” and “porkleta" 
days have been suspended. There 
are now no restrictions on the 
consumption of any particular 
foods except wheat. The govern¬ 
ment urges, however, that no food 
of any kind be wasted.
